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Remarks 


The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for week ending the 9th December, I960, relate to 100 
towns with an estimated population of 18,994 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 233 and their population is 
28,421 thousands. Thus 89% of the total number of towns 
representing 67% of the total population is oovered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 10,373 and 7,821 representing birth and 
death rates of 44-8 and 21 -4 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(d) States (Parts A <b 0). — The data here relate to 138 
towns with an estimated population of 10,445 thousands. 
Information about West Bengal, Assam, Bihar and Madhya 
Pradesh oould not be included. The total number of towns 
is 201 and their population is 24,668 thousands. Thus 69% 
of the total number of towns representing 67% of the total 
population is oovered. The numbers of births and deaths 
were 14,581 and 7,039 representing birth and death rates 
of 46’ 1 and 22 ■ 3 per thousand of population respectively. 
The table at the end gives the position by States. 

Pandharpur in Bombay and Aruppukotai, Tutioorin, 
Rajapalayam, Ooty, Tirunolveli and P lam Oottah in Madras 


recorded high death rates of 50 '6, 75 1, 66 -5, 57 '9, 55 ■ 0, 
52 '8 and 52 ‘0 respectively per one thousand population. 
The high death rate in Pandharpur was mainly due to deatlis 
from fevers and respiratory diseasos. Deaths' from cholera 
were recorded by all these towns except Ooty in Madras State 
but they were disp roportionately heavy in Palam Oottali and 
Rajapalayam. In Aruppukotai the biggest number of deaths 
were recorded under fevers. In all other towns deaths from 
respiratory diseases were heavy. Dysentery and diarrhoea 
aooountod for a fairly large number of deaths in Raja- 
palayam and Tirunelvtli. 

(5) States ( Part B ). — The data here relate to 22 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,549 thousands. The total 
number of towns is 32 and, their population is 3,753 thou, 
sands. Thus 69% of the total number of towns representing 
70% of the total population iB covered. The numbers of 
births and deaths were 1,792 and 782 representing birth and 
death ratos of 38 - 6 and 16*0 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

No town recorded a high death rat© of 50 or over per 
thousand of population.
